to  express  the  essence  of  Theta  and 
what  being  a  member  truly  means. 

True  Promise  is  the  brand  identity 
for  Kuppa  Alpha  Theta  that  was  intro¬ 
duced  at  Grand  Convention  2008  and 
on  the  pages  of  the  Autumn  2QQ&  issue 
of  this  magazine.

During  my  college  days 
at  Prince  tun,  I  spent 
whai  seemed  like  a  Ini 
of  energy  justifying  and 
defending  my  energetic  partic¬ 
ipation  in  u  sorority.  Now,  as  a 
long-uut-of-college  alumna,  I 
still  see  (or  imagine  I  see>  the 
pauses  and  wondering  eye¬ 
brow -raises  w hen  t  mention 
that  I  uni  xtifl  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  anti  volunteer  for  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta.  The  problem  is 
exacerbated  by  my  geographi¬ 
cal  location  I  he  San 
Francisco  Ray  Area  is  not 
exactly  a  hotbed  of  fraternity 
anti  sorority  involvement. 

Yet,  for  20  years  now,  Theta 
has  been  an  important  part  of 
my  life — almost  continually  but 
to  varying  degrees — often  joy¬ 
ful  challenging  in  many  of  the 
ngbt  ways,  incredibly  frustrating 
from  lime  to  time,  yet  always 
there.

Theta  has  played  :i  bigger 
role  in  my  life,  and  I  in  hers, 
since  i  graduated.  I  fully  realize  that  I  am 
mure  the  exception  than  the  rule,  riot  just 
Ibr  Theta  but  for  most  of  her  sister  sorori¬ 
ties,  too,  Veiy  few  of  my  Princeton  Theta 
friends  volunteer  for  Them  or  even  partici¬ 
pate  in  their  local  alumnae  chapters.  So 
w  Inn's  different  about  me? 

As  this  year  marks  the  20th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  my  initiation  into  Theta,  t 
thought  it  worth  exploring  why  I’m  still 
involved  and  why  Theta  si  ill  brings  me 
joy.  challenge,  commitment,  and  a  sense 
of  purpose  after  all  these  years,  in  no 
particular  order,  here’s  what  I've  come 
up  with  so  far.

When  Robyn  Gunn  hud  n  bad 
day  ll[  school.  she  recalls  the 
antidote  was  automatic  and 
prescribed  immediately:  a  shopping 
trip  with  Mom. 

Decades  Later,  mulls  still  served  as 
therapy  fbr  everything  from  a  lough 
time  m  the  office  to  post-divorce  blues. 
Hut  the  tab  was  no  longer  on  Mom. 
and  Gunn,  employed  as  a  social  work' 
er  and  liv  ing  in  Vancouver.  BC,  even¬ 
tually  shopped  her  way  into  $12,000  of 
debt.  Struggling  to  pay  Kills  on  a  limit¬ 
ed  income,  she  describes  herself  as  “a 
fin  unci  a!  nightmare.'’ 

"1  was  an  only  child,  and  my  parents 
were  very  generous,’"  says  (hum. 
t iamma  Kpsilon  Western  <  hum  io,  and 
a  native  of  Oshawu.  Out.  "But  they 
never  sat  down  and  talked  to  me  about 
my  spending  or  about  saving  money.  In 
their  generosity,  they  bailed  me  out  a 
few  times  with  my  credit  card  bills,  loo. 

■‘1  also  spent  a  lot  of  money  in  my 
marriage  and.  like  me.  my  ex-husband 
wasn’t  good  with  money,"  she  adds. 
“After  the  divorce.  I  bought  a  condo 
with  part  of  my  settlement  and  blow 
the  nest  on  trips  and  getting  back  into 
the  dating  scene.  I  remember  coming 
hack  from  the  mall  one  day  with  a 
$400  sweater  set, 

"Being  on  my  own  was  overwhelm¬ 
ing,  and  I  felt  out  of  control  financially."’ 

The  catalyst  for  change  came  about 
three  years  ago,  when  Gunn  watched 
an  episode  of  The  Oprah  Winfrey  Show 
about  “debt  diet,"  Winfrey  challenged 
over-spenders  to  team  up  with  others 
as  a  method  of  reining  in  excesses,  and 
the  message  resonated  with  Gunn. 
‘Ironically.  E  had  spent  hundreds  of 
dollars  on  financial  management 
books,"  she  says,  “tint  1  had  always 
tried  doing  it  oft  my  own  and,  being  a 
social  worker,  the  group  concept 
appealed  to  me." 

She  didn't  have  to  look  far  for 
morale  support  and  like-minded 
spenders.  And  although  the  lirst  gath-

ering  of  what  would  become  the 
“Smart  Cookies"  was  through  word  uf 
mouth,  camaraderie  was  instant  and 
Gunn  knew  the  five- woman  group  was 
something  she  coaid  bank  on. 

“We  fell  we  were  tackling  the  last 
taboo,  and  that’s  money."  says  Gunn. 
"We'll  talk  to  our  girlfriends  about 
anything — even  sex  before  we’ll  talk 
about  our  salaries  or  stock  portfolios. 

"Since  we  all  felt  a  bit  intimidated, 
we  started  the  lirst  meeting  with  a 
glass  of  wine,"  she  recalls,  laughing, 
“and  then  we  each  cante  clean.  We 
went  through  our  recent  bills  and  dis¬ 
closed  our  debts  and  struggles.” 

Dabbing  their  money  group  Smart 
Cookies.  Gunn  and  friends  decided  to 
meet  weekly.  They  further  resolved  to 
dig  their  wav  out  of  a  collect ive 

of  consumer  debt,  and  to  do 
so  without  sacrificing  what  they 
described  as  their  "fabulous  style  "  or 
social  lives. 

From  Debt  To  Light 

Amidst  a  sea  of  financial  "gurus” 
and  self-help  blogs.  Gunn  believes  the 
Smart  Cookies  offer  a  particularly 
appealing  approach,  "We're  very  posi¬ 


tive  about  money”  she  says,  “and  it's 
not  all  about  deprivation.  We  compare 
our  plan  to  a  diet  -if  you  eat  out 
everything,  you’ll  have  more  slip-ups, 

"You  can  live  a  lean  life,  but  you 
still  need  things  that  will  exeite  you." 

For  the  Smart  Cookies,  reducing  fat 
was  job  one.  "We  looked  at  what  we 
really  wanted  to  spend  money  on," 
Gunn  explains,  “For  instance.  1  bought 
lunch  and  coffee  every  day  which,  most 
weeks,  totaled  about  $100.  I  decided 
that  type  of  spending  could  go.” 

At  the  six-mouth  mark,  the  Smart 
Cookies  had  reduced  their  collective 
debt  total  by  $E  5,000  and  increased 
their  salaries  by  $45,000.  Along  the 
way,  they  had  also  earned  a  bonus:  a 
group  of  live  casual  acquaintances 
were  now  close,  and  Usually  fitter, 
friends. 

When  l  hey  learned  The  Oprah 
Winfrey  .V/mii'  was  looking  lor  follow- 
up  success  stories,  the  Smart  Cookies 
decided  in  submit  their  progress  report. 
Several  months  later,  Gunn  was  con¬ 
tacted  by  one  of  the  show  ’s  producers, 
who  flew  to  Vancouver  to  film  a  Smart 
Cookies  segment.  Next  came  the  call 
worth  millions:  The  group  was  invited 
hi  lly  to  Chicago  for  The  Oprah 
Winfrty  Show, 

"We  though!  we'd  just  be  acknowl¬ 
edged  or  introduced  by  Oprah,”  says

“It  was  an  amazing  chain  of  events/' 

From  there,  links  took  oei  a  life  of 
their  own,  The  Smart  Cookies p  Oprah 
debut  led  to  appearances  on  MSNBC 
arid  the  Today  show.  and  their  debt- 
rudUCtion  “recipe"  earned  endorse- 
ments  from  Today's  financial  editor 
Jean  Chatzky  and  best-selling  financial 
author  Duv  id  Baeh.  The  Simirl 
CfHtkte-!*’ Guide  To  Making  Mou- 
Dough,  a  current  best-seller  in  Canada, 
was  published  in  September  2Uf)b.  and 
the  group' v  story  has  been  featured  in 
Money  dayu:tnt  and  the  New  Vbnt; 
Daily  Avwa. 

The  five  Cookies  also  are  colum¬ 
nists  for  several  newspapers,  including 
the  Metro  chain  tin  Canada  and  she 
United  Slates h  and  Canada's  Globe 
and  Mai!  publications,  \ni\  follow  ing 
somewhat  in  the  footsteps  of  their 
original  muse,  the  Smart  Cookies  host 
their  own  30- minute  weekly  lelcv  ision 
show-  -now  in  its  second  season— on 
Canada's  W  Network. 

"The  show  focuses  on  practical 
udv  ice  for  everyday  situations,  hut 
there's  still  a  lot  of  creativity 
involved/' Gunn  says.  Segments  have 
included  helping  a  family  manage  pre¬ 
scription  drug  costs,  cutting  pet  care 
expenses  and  veterinary  insurance,  and 
saving  t  loney  for  college, 

“Much  of  what  we  do  is  about 
aligning  values  and  goals,"  adds  Gunn. 
“In  one  of  my  favorite  episodes,  we 
worked  with  a  single  mom  who  had  a 


one-year-old  daughter.  Together,  we 
created  a  y  is  ton  board  for  her  that 
looked  at  where  she  was  spending 
money,  what  die  could  cut  out  and, 
ultimately,  what  she  wanted  in  life. 

"Next,  we  put  Iter  on  a  plan  to  get 

there," 

Money  Talks 

Although  today's  economic  climate 
likely  opened  many  ears  to  the  Smart 
Cookies’  message,  Gunn  believes  the 
group's  credo  is  recession- proof  and 
, .  l  td  rs  someth  i  i  Eg  fo  r  eve  ry  spende  r 
from  young  professionals  to  retirees, 

TidWe,  so  mans  people  hail  mas¬ 
sive  debt  in  order  to  portray  an  image 
they  couldn't  afford,  hut  they  weren't 
ready  to  look  at  their  tendency  to  live 
beyond  their  means"  she  says.  “If 
audiences  take  anything  from  us.  I 
hope  it's  the  fact  that  wc  need  to  start 
talking  honestly  about  money." 

These  conversations,  Gunn  continues, 
are  necessary  at  every  age.  "When  my 
dad  died  last  year,  my  mom  had  no  idea 
about  their  finances/'  she  says,  "lint  she 
started  with  the  busies,  and  now  she 
even  does  her  own  e- trades  online!" 

By  walking  the  talk,  the  Smart 
Cookies  have  made  significant  strides 
as  well.  All  five  are  debt-free  and.  in 
January  2Q0K,  each  gave  up  her  respec¬ 
tive  full-time  job  to  focus  on  the 
group's  agenda.  They're  at  work  on  a 
second  book,  expected  to  be  released 
in  January  2010,  that  focuses  on  cou¬ 
ples  and  money,  and  they  accept 
speaking  engagements  throughout 
Canada.  A  particular  emphasis,  says 
Gunn,  is  visiting  high  schools  and 
sharing  basic  financial  information  and 
lips  w  i ill  students. 


Despite  a  hectic  pace,  however,  the 
Cookies  still  meet  regularly — and 
financial  "confessions"  appear  on  the 

agenda,  too. 

“One1  of  my  ‘triggers'  is  my  dog. 
Lucy/'  syy.s  Gunn  of  her  pampered 
condo-mate.  “A  while  ago.  I  had  a  date 
to  meet  a  guy  for  coffee  and  wc  were 
each  bringing  our  dogs.  Hold  the  girls 
it  wouldn't  be  expensive — maybe  .$5. 
Bui  !  wound  up  spending  $150  iora 
new  pink  leash  and  collar  for  Lucy, 
and  then  decided  I  needed  a  new-  outfit 
for  myself. 

"Of  course,  I  never  saw-  the  guy 
again.” 

f ravel  is  another  temptation,  Gunn 
admits.  But  now.  instead  of  loading  her 
charge  card,  she  waits  to  schedule  a 
trip  until  she  has  the  cash.  "We  used  to 
spend  up  to  S 1 .1 KKJ  a  month  on  miscel¬ 
laneous  ihingx,"  Gunn  says  of  the 
group,  “But  now.  wc  give  ourselves 
$100  a  week  as  ‘fun'  money.  The  rule 
is:  when  you  blow  it,  you  lose  it — you 
can't  rely  on  credit. 

“As  a  result,  we've  all  become 
slightly  obsessed  with  looking  at  our 
spreadsheets!" 

With  the  long-term  goat  of  expand- 
ing,  their  business  on  an  international 
level,  particularly  in  the  United  States, 
Gunn  feels  the  group’s  value  lies  in  its 
grassroots  experience  and  approach. 

"We're  sharing  our  knowledge  so 
other  women  cun  led  the  empow  er¬ 
ment  we  fell  when  we  got  our  finances 
in  control."  Gunn  says,  “Whether 
you're  alone  or  in  a  partnership,  you 
feel  like  a  bigger  person  and  belter 
about  your  life  when  you're  financially 
healthy."  ^

Melinda:  i  remember  meeting  Lisa  dur¬ 
ing  recruitment  She  was  so  enthusiastic 
and  always  seemed  to  be  having  so 
much  fun.

Lisa:  l  recall  that  we  met  bid  day  in 
1984  at  the  Alpha  Omicron  chapter  I 
remember  eating  pizza  at  the  same  table 
with  Mel  and  a  lew  others  bid  day 
night.

I  am  a  doctor  of 
sorts  fPhD,}  but  my  kids  say  I'm  not  the 
kind  of  doctor  that  does  anybody  any 
good  Our  work  on  communication  m 
the  doctor/patient  relationship  has  given 
me  evidence  that  U  is  easier  to  criticize 
doctors  than  it  is  to  actually  walk  a  day 
in  their  shoes.  I  think  I  would  like  a 
chance  to  really  practice  the  art  and  sci¬ 
ence  of  medicine. 

Lisa:  Many  people  who  (mow  me  would 
say  I  would  be  a  lawyer  because  I  come 
from  an  entire  family  of  attorneys. 
However,  the  real  answer  is  that  I  would 
have  loved  to  be  good  enough  to  be  a 
professional  tennis  player  or  Olympic- 
level  marathoner.  Something  like  a 
female  Lance  Armstrong,  in  fact!  The 
truth  is  that  I  try  to  make  a  positive  dif¬ 
ference  m  people's  lives  that  is  based  on 
research  evidence  and  translated  into 
practice,  so  I  have  most  certainly  chosen 
the  right  profession !

Lisa:  I  am  proud  that  I  continue  to  strive 
to  achieve  my  personal  best  m  all  that  I 
do.  Talking  with  cancer  patients  and 
family  members  is  a  very  humbling  and 
rewarding  experience  Each  patient  and 
family  member  teaches  me  something 
about  life  and  sometimes  about  death  I 
am  proud  that  1  stood  by  my  father  at 
nearly  every  appointment  and  hospital 
visit  as  he  was  dying  of  cancer  during 
the  same  time  that  I  had  a  new  baby 
and  was  writing  my  dissertation  These 
experiences  have  shown  me  that  each 
day  of  life  is  a  blessing,  i  try  to  live  each 
day  with  as  much  vitality  as  possible! 

Melinda:  I  am  very  goal-directed;  I  am 
most  proud  of  my  ability  to  do  just 
about  anything  1  choose  to  do  I  honestly 
believe  all  women  can  do  whatever  they 
want,  but  the  part  we  struggle  with  is 
that  It  is  pretty  tough  to  do  everything  at 
once.  I  guess  1  have  a  good  work  ethic, 
and  that  has  served  me  well  When  f  am 
charged  up  about  an  idea  or  a  project,  I

Abuse 

An  O  ften  -Overlooked 
Aspect  of  Domestic 
Violence 

"It  started  with  arguments 
at  home,  at  id,  little  by  little, 
the  problem  got  worse," 
says  Carmela.  a  domestic 
\  iol en ce  sit  n ri vot:  “  When 
the  abuse  started,  it  was 
very  difficult  for  me  to  imag¬ 
ine  leaving,  and  so  /  slowly 
started  to  accept  it.  I  started 
seeing  it  as  normal  when  he 
would  kick  and  hit  me." 


Carmda's  experience  is  all  Bh.w.h 
common. 

Nearly  75  percent  of  Americans., 
including  members  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Them,  have  experienced  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  or  have  a  friend,  co-worker,  or 
family  member  who  has  been  impacted 
by  domestic  violence. 

While  many  associate  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  willi  stories  such  as  Carmela's, 
there  is  an  often-overlooked  aspect  of 
domes! ic  violence  that  doesn't  result  in 
visible  cuts  or  bruises,  yet  causes  sig¬ 
nificant  long-term  damage,  h  is  eco¬ 
nomic  abuse,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most 
common  ways  an  uhuser  prevents  a 
victim  from  leaving  a  dangerous  rela¬ 
tionship.  Economic  abuse  takes  on 
many  forms,  from  control  ling  a  vic¬ 
tim's  paycheck  to  purposely  destroying 
a  victim’s  credit,  and  it  effectively 
blocks  access  to  money  and  other 
financial  resources. 

"A  main  reason  why  many  victims 
stay  in  abusive  relationships  is  because 
they  lack  the  resources  for  basic  essen¬ 
tials,  such  as  shelter  and  food  for 
thenise  I  ves  a  nd — most 
importantly- — their  children  ,’’  says 
Jennifer  Kuhn,  Economics  Against 
Abuse  Program  Manager.  The  Allstate 
foundation.  “Abusers  not  only  bruise 
victims  physically,  hut  often  bruise 
their  credit  and  self-esteem  so  they  feel 
they  have  no  choice  other  than  to 
remain  in  n  dangerous  situation.” 

Tough  economic  times  offer  even 


greater  risk  to  donlc.stie  violence  vic¬ 
tims  and  survivors,  A  downturn  in  an 
economy  disproportionately  impacts 
domestic  violence  victims  and  sur¬ 
vivors  by  placing  additional  stressors 
cm  already  volatile  relationships,  ll  also 
creates  an  extremely  competitive  job 
market  that  often  puts  survivors  with 
limiled  or  no  work  experience  at  a  dis¬ 
advantage. 

Building  financial  independence  is  a 
long-term  solution  for  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  survivors  to  become  and  remain 
free  from  violence.  According  to  the 
National  Network  to  End  Domestic 
Violence,  women  with  financial  skills 
have  an  increased  chance  of  leaving  an 
abusive  situation  and  sustaining  them¬ 
selves  and  their  families  on  a  long¬ 
term  basis. 

For  the  past  lour  years.  The  Allstate 
Foundation  lias  been  committed  to  pro¬ 
viding  knowledge  and  skills — particu¬ 
larly  those  related  to  financial  empow¬ 
erment — to  support  survivors  of 
domestic  violence - 

A  key  component  of  the  program  is 
"Tell  a  Gal  EJAL,'L  a  public-awareness 
campaign  that  encourages  all 
Americans  to  talk  openly,  or  "Pass  it 
on.  Act  &  LearrC  about  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  and  how  economic  empower¬ 
ment  can  provide  a  path  to  a  safe 
future  for  survivors, 

"Many  people  think  domestic  vio¬ 
lence  is  a  "don’t  ask,  don't  tell'  issue 
that  doesn't  affect  them.  The  truth  is. 
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yn  Li  probably  kiicm  sumcune  who  has 
hccn  a  victim  of  domestic  violence  or 
is  affected  by  it,  but  you  ha  vein  dis¬ 
cussed  it;-  s[iys  Kultit.  “People  don’t 
talk  about  domes  lie  violence  because 
they're  embarrassed  that  they  stayed  in 
a  relationship  or  that  lliey  even  got  to 
that  point  in  the  iirsl  place.  1 1  is  our  j  oh 
to  make  them  comfortable  enough 
about  (Ite  issue  to  ask  for  help." 

Women  with  a  support  system,  like 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  in  place  have  the 
ability  to  help  other  women  live  a  life 
free  of  domestic  violence.  We  ean  lie  Ip 
our  sisters — essentially  our  gal 
pals— to  educate  the  nisei  ves  on 
domestic  violence  and  economic 
abuse.  Through  “Tell  a  Gal  PAL”  we 
can  give  our  sisters  the  courage  to  help 
others  or  themselves  to  seek  assistance 
or  make  a  world  of  difference  to  sur¬ 
vivors  who  arc  trying  to  move  on  and 
become  financially  independent.  We 
cllu  talk  to  our  families,  friends,  neigh¬ 
bors.  anil  co- workers  about  the  chilling 
lads:  one  in  tour  women  will  he 
affected  by  domestic  violence  in  her 
lifetime,  and  15.5  million  children  wit¬ 


ness  domestic  violence  against  their 
mothers. 

According  to  Carmela,  the  fact  that 
her  children  witnessed  the  constant 
abuse  was  the  one  thing  that  devastated 
her  the  most,  a  sentiment  that  many 
survivors  share.

An  alumna  delegate,  who  attended 
the  Fraternity's  1 922  Grand 
Convention  at  Lake  Placid,  remarked 
in  The  Ktippa  Atplm  Theta 
Magazine*... 

’There  is  only  one  thing  in  fraterni¬ 
ty  life  that  is  better  for  Thetas  than 
going  to  a  convention:  thru  is  going  to 
two  conventions.  Try  it." 

And  many  have.  In  fact,  some  loyal 
Thetas  to  i  tiis  day  attend  every  conven¬ 
tion  they  tan. 

Delegates,  leaders,  and  vi  si  ling 
members  have  been  gathering  in  con¬ 
vention  since  the  Fraternity’s  earliesi 
years,  to  determine  future  policies, 
update  our  structure,  elect  officers,  and 
learn  ...  both  about  and  from  each 
other. 


The  earliest  conventions— in  the 
1870s  and  1880s — were  hosted  by 
Midwestern  chapters.  Horse-drawn 
conveyances  and  trains  were  the  modes 
ci  l  transportation.  But  as  the  Fraternity 
expanded,  the  range  of  convention  des¬ 
tinations  expanded  as  well.  Beginning 
in  EL>tl.  special  trains  earned  delegates 
and  visitors  from  hubs  like  Los 
Angeles  and  Chicago  to  destinations 
large  cities,  mountains,  coasts,  and 
deserts — across  the  continent. 

During  their  travels  to  convention, 
attendees  might  spot  Theta 
emblems — on  hats,  collars,  or 
wrists — in  places  like  St.  Louis  or  the 
Grand  Cany  cm.  One  attendee  remarked 
in  I9I5C...  so  many  traveled  in  the 
same  direction,  we  were  constantly 
being  hailed  in  some  strange  oily  hy  a 
Theta  whistle  or  stopped  short  on  the 


street  or  trolley  car  by  the  sight  of  a 
good  old  kite.’'  Ultimately,  those 
mementos  buttons,  brooches,  pins, 
and  bracelets — w  ere  carefully  tucked 
away  in  jewelry  boxes,  either  to  be 
worn  again  or  simply  saved  as  sou¬ 
venirs. 

In  this  century,  Thetas  continue  to 
gather  in  convention  every  other  year. 
Bui  we  travel  hy  air  or  automobile  and 
arrive  at  our  destination  within  hours, 
not  days.  Like  our  sisters  of  earlier 
centuries,  we,  Et>o.  are  enriched  in  our 
understanding  of  Theta  sisterhood.  We 
see  a  bright  future  in  the  competent 
hands  of  our  collegians  and  devoted 
alumnae.  At  die  final  hani.pi cl  we  join  a 
mystic  circle,  hand-in-hand  with  sisters 
from  all  across  our  continent.  And  we. 
too.  curry  home  mementos- — to  help  as 
remember.,,,  ♦
